Memphis, March 17.— The Mississsippi 
river at thia point gauges a fraction 
OT«r86.6 ffl«t, arfawof ortr one-tenth 
daring the past 10 honrs. The river 
contiuaos to rise slowly. Two lives are 
known to have been lost yesterday. 
Two negroes who live near SiarioD. 
Ark., attempted to cross Hooiid Uike in 
a dugout when they wcrt^ ( auglit by tlie 
miyhtf onrrent, their boat capsised and 
thegriretn swept away. 

The change in the situation in tho 
past 34 hoars has been decidedly for the 
worse In every respect so fte asthe flood 
and the flood victims are concerned. 
Localities that were expected np to the 
iMf minute to withstand the overflow 
are at last under water. People who 
thought they were sitfe from the angry 
rivor fiiiil thoins(>lvo.s hemmed in, and 
their danger is the greater because of 
the oonfidenoe that preven te d tiiom 
from providing against them. 

Ttom every direction come reports of 
mexpccted and unijrcciMlcnted (li.-;a«ter. 

Over at Marion and thu adjacent 
country 400 people are reported to be 
lined np on the raikoad track, over 
which oooMdodal waves sweep that 
tlircaten to carrywff the desperate peo- 
ple and livestock that there find a pre- 
caiiiiuH household. Along tho other 
railroads leading out of this city into 
Arkuisaa a slndlar condition of affairs 
odil. 

Down on President's island, where it 

was suppoeed that all persons in danger 
had been carried off last night, it is 
learned that from 50 to 100 people were, 
this morning, standing in the water 
and praying for the sight of • boat that 
would take them off. 

IVotn Ulaad Forty came reports that 
the water is everywhere, that human 
beings and dumb brutes are huddled to- 
gether whttrover shallow Water offers 
standing places. 

There tfee many other points from 
which come a||seals for i^. It may 
eastty be tiiiifleniteed, theretore. that the 
rdief oommlttM which has been estab- 
lished in this city has its hands full of 
work. This work is being looketl after 
without delay, uevertheiesa. All the 
local river crafts have been requisitioned 
for this duty and Captain Fitch, in 
charge of the United States fleet, has 
Vlaoed every steam vessel and barge in 
his command at the disposal of the com- 
mittee. The Harbin is taking care of 
President's island, the Abbott and 
Itaska. looking after Island Forty ; Uie 
O. B. Bzyan, the Minnehi»ha and the 
Wdoome nuudng iarap beyond Ma- 
rion, is in brief the disposition of the 
vessels. Barges are carried wherever 
necessary. 

Nearly 1,000 people have been brought 
to this dty already from the overfloi^^ed 
ooontry. Only a few of these are white 
and all such have betn able to take oare 
of tJkemselves upon arrival as well as 
to extend a hand to the negroes who 
come in tlieir train. I'nt ni(xst of the 
refugees are negroes wlio saved nothing 
bdt the clothes on their bucks and may- 
be some stock, the latter being an in- 
onmbranoe rather than an assistance in 
the matter of finding food and aooom- 
mOdations in town. Bat the oitizens' 
relief committee liave found places to 
house the refugees and food in f nruiiilied 
them also from time to time. This 
morning a qmirtette of ladies arrived on 
the levee with provender. They brought 
substantial food. The food pat new 
life into the disconsolate negroes and 
caused the ha/ppT onss to alumt the 
loudest. 

Many rumors of wholesale drowning 
•re. oarrent, but these can not be veri- 
fied. A wen defined report reached hero 
last night that five oOIflred people had 
perished near Marion, and a oolored 
man and child are known to have been 
drowned at West Memphis. 

Intense interest in the floods animates 
everybody in ttie city. This is evi- 
denced by the great throngs that gather 
on the levee. Yesterday afternoon it 
was almost impossible to reach the 
Bryun wiiarfboat when she polled in 

from Marion. 

At Helena tlie river is 15 8, t\v<> 
inches below high watermark. In tluit 
vicinity ndn hiui fallen in torrents for 
the past 84 hours. The steamer Maade 
left there late yesterday afternoon for 
Modoc with a crow oif 40 laborers, 
where the government boat Titan with 
crew are sacking the lovee. The water 
at Modoo was within aboat 18 inches of 
the top of the levee at Uutt reports.

sending Red river on a Txwming rise. 
Although the present gauge of the river 
does not indicate that there is any pres- 
ent likelihood of a serious and damag- 
ing overflow which would inundate tho 
farmlands not protected by the levees, 
yet the planters are beginning to grow 
apprehensive as the min continaing and 
the river, both at this station and above 
ia rising rapidly. 

The levee on the Caddo and Bossier 
side are in splendid condition and are 
capable oi' withstanding any ordinary 
higu water. Observe Charles Davis of 
the weather burean Stated that the total 
rainfall for the past 48 boon anwmnts 
to 2.00. When «iked what he thooe^t 
the effect of tiie heavy rainfall at Fnl- 
tnn and at this station would have on 
the river, he stated thait it woold on- 
doubtedly make the ilver rise considsi^ 
ably, but that he was not at all apprt* 
hensive of extremely high water. 

Lc(tilature to tlie Relief. 

LriTLS Rock, March 17.— Senator O. 
A. Ifoley, who represents the district 

conipnsod of Chicot and Deshn counties, 
portions of which are covered with 
wafer on account of the MiKsissippi 
flixxl, called on ( iovernor .Jones ye.'^tPr- 
fiay, and a'ter pre.si'utinif to tht! gov- 
ernor tho unfortunate situation of tlio 
people in that section, obtained from 
him liis promise to inclnde in hi.s proc- 
lanuition calling the legislature in ex- 
tniordinary session, the uecetisity of 
nutking appropriations for the fiood raf- 
furors.

Gu; r\\v()oi), Mi.'<s. , March 17. — The 
Yaz(K) river is rising very rapidly at 
this poiJit and the lowlaiuLs are now 
covered with water. The Tallahatchie 
and Yalobnrha which flows into the 
Yasoo, three miles above here, are re- 
ported to be higher than they were ever 
known and it is feared by many that 
when these waters reach the Yazoo her 
banks will be swollen to overflowing. 

TenneMee nivpr la Itooniing. 

Florkncs, Ala., March 17.— The Ten- 
nessee river at/ this point is still bpom> 
I ing, the gauge registering 24 feet 6 
inches, which is tho highe.-^t mark 
reached since 1886. The water is still 
rising half an inch an hour. A fartlier 
rise of two feet is anticipated. Teams 
are at work on tlie levee rood, which it 
in danger of being swept away.

MuNcra, Ind., Mansh 17.— A -natural 

gas explosion, with disastrous results, 
occurred at 4 o'clock yesterday morning 
in the 2-stoi-y strncture in Whitely. a 
snbnrb of tliis city, occupied by P. O. 
Mull and F. K. I^eedham and families. 
The gas escap^ from, a break in the 
regulator, caused by one of the walls 
settling, and filled the hatat, MaaBj if- 
niting from a stove. 

Mr. and Mrs, Mnll were thrown across 
a nu)m and badly injured, the latter 
jx-rhaps fatally. Her lower limbs were 
burned to a criKp, and are still bleedinjf. 
H'T body and face were also badly 
burned, and her lace is so swollen that 
she can not see, and is past recognition. 
Mr. Mull was burned about the exposed 
portion! of his body, pr^dpally on the 
fa^e. 

Mrs. T^eedham was bomed on the 

face and hands. 

The front part of the bnildiiif; was 
blown out, and glass was hurled several 
hundred feet away. 

A bad feature of the disaster was that 
a fire followed the explosion, destroyinK 
most of the personal and hou.-eliold 
property. The building is owned by R. 
M. Gosby of Indianapolis. Thei-e -was 
no iumanoe on the p roperty. 

Bullrt-rruuf Clotli Te.tril.

Two pieoe* of the material, 
eaoh about a foot wide aad two feet 
liong, were shot at for an hoar, with Uie 
result that only one boUet pierced it, 
the force being i^ent to snoh an estent 
that the board behind the ololhwas 
hardly dented. The invention is as vet 
verv ornde, bat promises to do all that 
is claimed for it. The fabric is rather 
thick and somewhat resembles leather 
in texture.

oouRncLjomrBAT. 

John Hay is a native of Indiana, US 
years of age. He graduated at Bro vn 
university in 1866, and began the pnic- 
tice of law in Illinois in 1H61. President 
Lincoln api)<>intcd him assistant seci'e- 
tary, and kept him in that capacity 
throughout his administration. He ab^o 
acted as Lincoln's adjutant and aide-de- 
camp, and was breveted lieutenant col- 
onel and colonel. Entering the diplo- 
matic service in the 'OOs, he was at vari- 
ous times charge d'affaires at Vienna, 
first secretary at Paris, and secretary of 
legation at Madrid. In 1870 Mr. Hay 
connected himself with the press, and 
for nearly six years devoted himself to 
editorial worh on a leading New York 
newspaper. In 1878 he entered politics, 
taking an aotpre part in the prendential 
campaigns of .1876, 1880 and 1884, being 
then a rerident of Cleveland, O. Presi- 
dent Hayes appointed him first asdstant 
secretarvof state, whioh pOek he filled 
for nearly three yeaxa. 

Since his retimnent from oflloe" Col- 
onel Hay has redded ohiefly in Wash- 
ington, where he oocanies a palatial 
home in Lataretto Park, and has de- 
voted himself to literatare, with the 
greatest snocess, some of his best known 
wtnrks being "Pike Oonnty BaUads, ' 
•■Ca8tilianl$nr8"and a history, of Lin- 
coln, written m oollaboration with John 
Nicolay. Colond Hay has also been a 
f roquent contributor to the highest class 
of periodicals, and to him hai been as- 
cribed the anthorship of the anonymous 
novel, "The Breadwiners,*' which 
caused snoh agitation in labor drdee. 




. QEKKnAL noBACJC rORTKa 

Genraal Horace Porter comes of revo- 
luntionary stock, his grandfather, An- 
di'ew Porter, being one of Washington's 
moat valaed'offloers. General Porter's 
father was David Ritteuhouse Porter, 
at one time governor of Pennsylvania, 
and a prosperous manufaotarer. Hor- 
ace Port«r was bom just (to years ago in 
Huntington, Pa. He was well educated 
in his own state, at Har^'aIti, and final- 
ly at West Point. 

Soon after his graduation from the 
military academy, ne was assigned to 
duty hi the south, then in secession. 
He yfas an ordnance expert, so most of 
his service was in the military service, 
on the staffs of McOlellan, Hoeecrans 
and Urant, where he earned a reputa- 
tion as a gallant, feariesa fighter, as 
shown by his brevets. He served in 
tl\ftOhldnmwift% and Wl)dQm«gp cam- 



paigns, and tn^'firsf assanlt aa Charles- 
ton, where be wa.* wounded. 

General Grant was greatly attaelied 
to General Porter, and made him assist- 
ant seor rotary of war. He sorreuderctl 
his army (commission in 1878, and 
])lungud at once into active buKinr>H.<4, 
being fimt preddent of the West :~ hore 
tailrood. vice preddent of the Pallman 
Oarooifapauy and associating himself 
with other great corporations in a di- 
rective capacity. He is well known in 
theliddw literature, being an author 
of repute and a much sought-after jiub- 
lic spe;iker. 

Mr. White, who is nominated for 
first secretary of the emba.s.sy at Lon- 
don, held that position under Minister 
Lincoln during the Harrison admin- 
istration, and Defore that w:us >ocond 
secn-tary of the legation, lie is an 
American, who has lived Inrif,' abnwd; 
has a large private fortuni-, and was 
noted In Ijondnn tor elulnirate s'X'tal 
entert.iinments. i'he juisition is worth 
le.ss than fa,50() a year, but it carries 
with It undoubted social prestige. 

Tht> appointment of Mr. White is 
prai ticuUy a reappointment, as be l:ad 
held tlii.-i oHic<( for eitflit years previous 
to tho b('),'iniiini? of Mr. ('loveland's 
last adiiiiiiistration. He l);is been in 
London mo.st of tlie tiint' .•>ince his dis- 
phic'iticiit. and the fact was brou;;ht 
out after his nomination was sent to the 
senati' yc-ti-rday that he had rriidered 
Mr. <)lni y iinixirtant servi(V in the re- 
cent \ ( 111 /.ui-hin negotiations. The 
present secretary. Mr. BoOS0Valt, re- 
signed .lome time a(,'o. 

The ])lunis exjiected to fall j'<^sterday 
Wert' till' iissistant se<'retarie,< and as- 
sistants to tint postiiirtster general and a 
public jiriiiter. Thi're is a rniiinr float- 
intr over \Vasliiii<.'ton that the delay in 
making nnnounci-ments is occasioned by 
a 1 reakiiiK of the slate, and many pre- 
dictions n:ay go awry. 

DOINGS IN THE SENATE. 

Fonr Handrod and Tlilrty- Eight BUU and 

Kight RMOlutinnw Iiit i-o<Iticr<1. 

W.'.smxoTON, March 17.— In the sen- 
ate yt stcrd.iy -i;!8 bills and eight joint 
ri solutions were introduced. Thoy em- 
biacrd nearly every phase of public 
business. 

Mr. Allen's bateh of bills nnmbered 

about 75. They included bills directing 
the foreclosure of the government lien 
on the Union I'acific railroad, to pre- 
vent professional lobbying ; defining the 
lowers of the jndioiaty ;for lervioe pen- 
sion, eto. 

Bills introdooed by Mr. Rale related 
to a cable between the United States, 
Hawaii and Japan, and to the twdfth 
census. 

Mr. Lodge's bills indnded those to 
amend the immigration law* aad for a 
Hawaiian cable. 

Bankmptoy bills were presented by 
Ifr. Nelson of Minneeou and Mr. Lind- 
say of Kentvcky. 

Mr. Morgan rdntrodnoed the Nicara- 
goa canal bill before the last congress, 
and also a Jdnt resolution to abrogate 
the Olayton-Bolwer treaty. 

Numerous bills relating to the Pacific 
railroads were presented, including tliat 
of Mr. Morgan, to create a board of 
tr o s t eesfttr ttie Union Paciho and Cen- 
tral Paelfic Railroad companies. 

One of Mr. Thurston's bills provided 
for the increase of all pensions. 

A resolution by Mr. Frye of Maine, 
calling for information as to the opera- 
tion of civil service rules to river an.l 
harbor work was afn^jod to after some 
criticism of civil servict; opcnvtions. 

The chaplain's prayer referred to the 
devastatiiiff Mississippi Hcwds and be- 
sought divine intervention and jiublic 
assistance for the sulTerers. 

The presidi'iit's message, which had 
been laid on tl'.e table after bi'iiiK n ad 
Monda}', was rcfeiTed to tlie committee 
on liiiaiice. on motion of Mr. Morrill, 
the chairniaii of that committee. 

All the mnasures intriKhiced were re- 
ferred to the several coinniitti'es, with 
one I M .'ptK.n, tile bill peiisioiiiiiir tho 
widow of LriKadier ( ieneral .Steven.sou 
at $W JM r month, which was passed, 
being the liriit bill piussed at the e.vira 
session. 

Seveial hours were spent early in the 
day on the ()iiestion of adiuitiing Mr. 
Heiidersc>u, a|)iMiinted by tho governor 
of Florida, to fill the temporary vacancy 
from that state. The deliate was large- 
ly of a Icf/al and lecluneal characier 
concerning the prec»^dents on adniitting 
S(>nators. The cttse linally Wiis referred 
to the committee on privile^t'S and elec- 
tions, where tluMnises of Mr. ('orbett of 
( »r( ;,'on and Mr. Wood of Kentucky are 
pending. 

At 'i :iO J), m., the senate went into 
(>\ecutive session and at Ji'Jtt p. m», ad- 
journed until Thursday. 



NEVER SUC H MARCH WEATHER. 

Ronth Dakota Is MIU ia tho Throoa of •

Ht'UON, S. D , March IT. — Intense 
cold has prevailed over the state for 
three days, tho temperature ranging 
between 18 and 24 dcKrees below zero, 
with a keen north wind most of the 
time. It is the coldest ever known here 
for the time of the year.

MACEDONIA THE BATTLEaROUND. 

Grvece's Plan of Campaign I'lilly I'rcpar«'d 
ky tko Caklaot— Oroat Activity Aleair 

thf Mnfcilnnlnn Frontier Oiitpiwtii of 
the TtTu Arintrs Within Forty Paces of 

■aeh Other I<ato«t War Kowa. 

Atiirnp, March 17.— It is the general 
belief here that nothing now can pre- 
vent war, and that the government has 
its plan of campaign fully prepare<l. The 
cabinet had a long session yesterday as 
to tho attitude to be taken in face of the 
coercive program of Europe, and it is 
reported that a decision was reaohed to 

take active measures as being the onlj 
solution possible for Oreece. 

The center of interest is now trans- 
ferred from Crete to the Macedonian 
frontier. It is evident from the haste 
which the government has displayed in 
getting all its available troops off by sea 
before the commencement of the block- 
ade that there is a strong oonviotion 
tliat they will be nefded at once. 

With the sea route ( losed, the trans- 
portation of tnx^ps mast be overland, 
and this would be an exceedingly slow 
and difficult process, owing to the lack 
of horses and the very incomplete rail- 
way kystem in the northern piortion of 
Greece. 

Majiy of tho war con'espondents have 
alre.Kiy arrived at Volo, Lari-ssa and 
other frontier points. 

The Ureek officers on the frontier find 
the utmost difflcolty in restraining 
their men and the departured of Crown 
Prince CJonstantin for the frontier has 
been deferred on thr' advice of the gt n- 
erals in command, who fear that his 
presence would have a dangerously ex- 
citing inflncnce upon the troops. 

It is reported that the Torldsh forces 
on the li^cedonian frontier are raising 
a doable line of fortifications and being 
constantly reinforced from Salonica. 

.^ince the publication in the semi-otH- 
cial i)res3 of the exj)osition of Count 
Muravieflf's Cretan policy, which ap- 
peared at the moment when it was moeft 
oalonlated to iuflnence the French gov* 
emment, the feeling of the public prevs 
of Greece has been one of the fiercbst 
resentment toward Russia. The Greek 
royal family is also seriously di.sappoiut- 
ed by the attitude of Russia and France 
is bdieved to have saoriioed her Cretan 
sympathise upon die altar of the 
Franeo-Bnasian entente. 



COLONEL VA8808 FORTIFIED. 

Greece Has No Intention of Withdrawtay 

Her Troop* I'rom Crete. 

Caxea, March 17. —Colonel Vassos 
has transferred his headquarters to 
Sphakia, the most monntainoos and in* 
accessible position in the island. This 
is held to indicate tliat Greece is flraUy 
re-^olvecl not to recall h(>r troops, a StOp 
which is regaided as impossible in the 
face of the strong national feeling. 
Colonel Vassos will strongly fortify fali 
new camp, which is reviotnaled for sev- 
eral m<mth8. He in now able to await 
the progress of events. 

The admirals of the foreign fleeta 
have not vet jiroclaiined the blockade of 
the island, of Crete, as dt>cided upon br 
the powers. The Greek stinadnm, vritn 
the exception of two vessels, has left 
Cretan waters, and the vessel ref eired 
to are preparing to leave. 

The Russian con«nl has received 
formal instructions to prrf-laiin aa- 
tonomy for Creto, bu: the otlicr consuls 
still remain without them. Tlie ad- 
mirals consider that this step has been 
taken too hito. After a conference yes- 
terday tlio consuls addressed notes to 
their respective embasries declaring that 
if any portion of the marines should be 
withdrawn from Canea looting and 
lawlessness, aggravated by hanger, will 
dangerously increase. 

Profnun of tko Powers. 

London, March 17. — According to a 
Vienna dispatch to The Times there is 
some curio.sity manifested in Austrian 
olHcial circles as to whether the pro- 
grain of the powers is to hold good in 
the event of an outbreak of war in 
Macedonia. The porte has been en- 
coaraged, it is said, by several of the 
great powers to send large bodies of 
troops to districts along the Greek 
frontier, and there is no doubt that in 
the event of war the Turks would be 
allowed to deal with the Greeks with- 
out fear of Bnropean intervention. 

NitiiatloB on tho Frontier.

"Aa we have alrevly Mill, Mr. Mo- 
Kinley lias af last olVn ially annnunced, 
what Mr. Hanna waa enabled to an- 
noance nnoffloiallr Miue time ago, that 
there will be an extra session of Con- 
gress. Tlie Wee lily bas already ex- 
preMed its opinion on this subject, and 
we retnrn to it only to repeat that we 
believe that Mr. McKinley is beginning 
bis administration with a iniHtake. His 
plea is that tbe treasury is in need ot a 
greater revenue than it is now receiving 
under the present tariff law, and he 
proposee a new tariff agitation for tbe 
parpose of procoring the needed income. 
The futility of the proposed experiment 
is clear when it is recollected that the 
present tariff law produces more reve 
nue than the law wbicb bore Mr. Mc 
Kinley'fl name. Moreover, it ia evident 
from various signs in the political liori- 
son that tbe new bill is to be prepared 
rather for the profit of private interests 
than for the increase of the jmblic revi- 
nue, and that such a bill cannot be 
pushed tbrongh the Senate without an 
arrangement of some kind with the silver 
Kepublicans. Mr. McKinley has no 
warrant whatever for the wmtntkn that 
'nothing has ever been made plainer at 
a general election than tliat the con 
trolling principle in the raising of reve 
nne from duties on imports is jealous 
care for American interests and American 
labor.' This reads as though Mr. Mc 
Kinley had passed tbe campaign in pro- 
found slumber. Not only was this not 
made plain, but it was not in issue. The 
people electtsd Mr. McKinley because he 
was supposed to be opposed to Mr. 
Bryan's views on money, and his majority 
actually came from men who are opposed 
to this view of tariff legislation. A hi^ 
protective tariff law will not only be a 
pitiful distortion of the victory that was 
won for sound money, but, in our opin- 
ion, it will further delay the restoration 
of that prosperity of which Mr. McKin- 
ley's friends still profess to believe bim 
to be tbe 'advance agent.' 

"Tbe proposed new tariff law will not 
increase revenue; and it is not an in- 
crease d revenue that the country needs 
so much as economy. Mr. McKinley in- 
deed touched njjon the necetsity for 
economy, but it was in a gingerly and 
disheartening manner. He should have 
pointed out the reckles.-^ extravagance 
that marlced tbe closing hours of tbe 
Senate's session— extravagance to which 
the House was so unwilling to assent 
that Congress adjourned leaving tbe 
deficiency bill in conference, while Mr. 
Cleveland refused to sign three other 
bills, including the sundry civil bill. 

"Mr. McKiuley's remarks on tariff 
legislation are as delusive and disturbing 
as his unmeaning talk of bimetallism, 
which will only encourage the ailver men 
to renewed activity."

He has always been a strict 
party man and naturally dislikes very 
much to bolt the nominee.

Whan the Bute Senate convened Toes- 
day Senator Bronaton snpported his mo- 
tion to refer the credentials of the new 
Senatora to the Judiciary Committee, 
without allowing them to be awom in, 
by a lonx speecli, in which he disclaimed 
ttut aoob a move was meant tp prevent 
the Senatovi In qaeition from partidpa- 
tinff in the election of a U. S. Senator. 
He declared that hia motion was in line 
with legal precedenta and with i>arlia- 
mentary usage for a hundred years past. 
Senator Jones (Hep.) rephed to Senator 
Blonaton. Senator Stephenson, Kold Dem- 
ocrat, explained his vote in advance, say- 
ing he believed the members were enti- 
tled to the seats and that he would vote 
to leat th/»m, notwithstanding in so do- 
ing he was going connter to his party. 
The Bronaton motion to refer the cre- 
dentials to the Judiciary Committee with 
initraetions to report next Friday, was 
defeated by a vote of 10 to 11. Hollo- 
Kray, Stephenson, Noe, £lli8on, Elmore 
and Smith, gold Democrats, voted with 
the Republicans. The motion to admit 
the new members and allow them to be 
sworn in was then carried by a vote of 21 
to 9. Five Senators then lined up in 
front of the Clerk's desk and took the 

oath of ollice. 

Five bills were introduced in the Sen- 
ate by the following : 

Senator Goebel— An act for relief of 
litigants who have or may hereafter have 
oaaes pending in the Court of Appeals. 

Senator Bronston— An act for the ben- 
efit of an Agricultural and Mechanical 
College. 

By Senator Stege— Amend an act to 
provide for more perfect uniform index- 
ing public records in counties of Common- 
wealth having a population of 76,000. 
Alflo an act to regulate and ineteaae the 
number of judges in the Thirtieth dia- 
trict (Louisville). 

Senator Smith— An act to amend and 
re-enact Section 4,306, Chapter 110, Stat- 
utes, relating to roads and passways. 

In the Hooae Mr. White called np his 
resolution providing for a committee to 
investigata tbe Eddy^ille penitentiary. 
After aome wrangling tbe leaolution wae 
adopted. 

Mr. White sent up a resolution requir- 
ing the Auditor \o furnish a list of all 
State officers and employee and salary 
paid each.

Mr. Tborn-To abolish the Eddyrille 
penitentiary and convert it into a honae 
of reform.

Mr. Rice, to raise revenue, by placing 
an additional levy of 10 oenta on VIOO for 
three years. 

Mr. Price, to reduce salaries of Oironit 
' Judges to $2,500. 

Mr. Black, fixing salaries of State offi- 
cers and making sweeping reductiona. 

Mr. Morgan, of Washington, to regolate 
Crimea and punishments. 

Mr. Stiglita. to prescribe the duty of 
the Board of Ai^rirultnre and Statistics. 

Mr. eiiigliiz, to regulate elections. 

Mr. Bamett, to eeUbliah the Thirty- 
first Judicial district. 

Mr. White, to authorize payment of 
intereet on outstanding State warrants. 

Mr. Rice, to refund tbe State debt. 

In all twenty-one bills were introdacod 
lathe Hooae.

\V,\miis<;tox, March I').— Postmnster 
General Gary made the detinite an- 
nouncement to the Associated Press to- 
day that the Administration, after de- 
liberation, has decided to adhere to the 
four-year tenure of office policy for all 
postmasters. 

He stated that, except in a few cases 
where removal for cause wan reijuired on 
account of delinquency, incompetency or 
other instances of unaatisfactory conduct 
or administration of the otVu e, all post- 
masters, fourth-class as well as those of 
Presidential appointment, would be al- 
lowed to fierve o'lt a term of four years. 

This otlicial statement of policy, one of 
the moat important so far determined 
upon by tbe Administration, has been 
awaited with great interest by the entire 
corps of postmasters and by the patrons 
of the 70,675 postofficea throughout the 
countrv.

SUGAR IMPORTERS ACTIve. 

Tkajr Aatiolpato the New Tariff BUli aai4l 
Arw Preparing For It. 

BosroN, March 17.— The wholesale 
angar market in this <Atj has entered 
npon an intcrmting phase. In anticipa- 
tion of tlio i;t'\v tariff bill which is ex 
pt'cti'd to ^'o into uffoct on May 1, im 
posiiiK a duty of 1 cent and upward per 
poand on all sogars imported into the 
United States, the sugar imixxrters are 
actirely engaged ia baying up all avail- 
able sngar, both ia the markets of Ger- 
many aad Oaba, for prompt shipment 
to tlus ooontxy in an effort to get the 
commodity into the market without 
paving to the government the new t.iis. 

The comparatively small sugar outpat 
of Cnba, owing to the nnsettled coudi 
tion of the ii>laud, and tht> inability of 
the planters to grind, hua made it nec 
essary to depend livrgely on Java and 
Germany for the product, and a large 
pereeutivge of the article imi>orted here 
during the past year has conio from 
these two countric.!. 

There is now stored in Hamburg for 
Bhijiment to thiM city alone more than 
ID.lXW tons of raw Kugar, and Kteainera 
arc being sent for us rapidly a« tliej- can 
bo chartere<l and loaded. Four liirgo 
steamers are now due here from Hum 
burg and six large vessels from West 
Indian ports. 

The valuation of the sugar on the way 
and booked for shipineiit to Ho.stou 
alone will reat;h into the millions, and 
the money saved on duty, provided the 
sugar readies here before the new tariff 
goes Into effect will bo enormous,

New Yor*, March li.~A Havana 
special to The World says: Through 
Cubans here, it is beamed that a train 
carrying Spanish troops was blown up 
by dynamite- While pSMung over a deep 
gorge, soath of CkndeUria. Pinar del 
Bio province, aad tkal nearly 200 sol- 
dien were kilhd' oi>' injured. The lo- 
oomotive and six cars Were demolish! d. 

The tragcfly cecum d about the 10th 
inst. The Spanish (./oneral Arial had 
learned of a projected inaurgeut nttark, 
Bupijosedly on B.ui Cristobal, and he 
sent off ijtX) troops, in armored c-irs to 
reinforce the garrison there. About 10 
miles from San ( Jri.-'tolial the road 
crosses a deep gorge ou a very high 
bridge about 500 feet long. The insur- 
gents, learning of the departure of the 
train, linetl the bridge at the centers 
aud ends with heavy charges of dyna- 
mite, connecting the explosive by wires 
with tt battery in the woods some dis- 
tance off. 

Three hundred insurgents lay iu am- 
bush nearby. It is understood that the 
Mill/, brothers were in command and 
that Captain John Lynn, the young 
American electrical engineer, who has 
made himself fomoos in Oaba for his 
work on th* djiuuBile gOB,. Contrived 
the affair. 

The train approached the bridge about 
8 o'clock in the morning. When fully 
on it all three charges were exploded by 
the wires. The engine and cars flew 
into the air like so many chips aud fell 
into the deep aoige bslow enuhing dead 
and injured auks. There the wreckage 
caught lire. 

As soon as the explosion occurred the 
insurgents dashed from their ambus- 
cade with wild cries and began a massa- 
cre. But for the timely hoisting of a 
white flag by Colonel Mores, who was 
in command of the Spanish forces, 
evety man would have been macheted. 
As it was the Cubans sectired 800 pris- 
oners, including 10 oflicers. The private 
soldiers, after being divested of most of 
their uniforms were released and sent 
to San Cristobal, the ofBoem werv re- 
tained as hostages for 36 insoiykents 
wlio are held at Artemisa, and tbrsat 
eued with death.

EX PO Rt S AND I M PO RTS. 

February's TraasaeUona Compared With 
a Year Ago. 

Washington, March 17.— The month- 
ly statement of the exports and impm'ts 
of merchandise, gold aud silver, from 
and into the United States during Feb- 
ruary last, issued by the bureau of sta- 
tistics, shows as follows ; Merchandise 
exported, $79,778,896 ; merchandise im- 
ported, $89,198,868 (of which nearly 
$88,000,000 was tree of duty) ; gold sk- 
ported, $386,697 ; gold imported, $644,- 
700; silver exported, $4,660,898; silver 
imported, $763,943. 

As compared with Febmaty, 1896, 
this statement shows an increase of 
about $3,070,000 in the value of mer- 
chandise exported, and a decrease of 
over $^,250,000 in the amount imported. 
For the eight months ended Feb. 38, 
there was a gain df over fl8S,000,000 in 
the amoimt of meiohaiulise 'exported, 
and a decrease of nearly$119,000,000 in 
the amount imported. The gold exports 
during February were $1,847,000 Ichs 
than a year ago. and the imports about 
$11,000,000 less than Febmaiy, 1K96. 
The silver exports wore about $700,000 
less than February, 189ti, and the im- 
ports $700,000 less.
